and killed his brother, Simmons, who 
lias a position as ranch manager for 
the Augila Oil C o m p a n y , was holding 
a large lot of cattie in the community, 
had formed quite a friendship with 
Ramirez, with two Mexican cowboys 
joined for a v '•it to the scene of the 
trouble through a country infested by 1 
rebel sympathizers and as a result 
eleven who had taken part in the raid 
were left handing to trees.

W e may summarize Ex. xxv to xxxi, 
inclusive, as the Lord’s instructions to 
Moses concerning the tabernacle, of 
which the principal vessel was the ark 
of the covenant containing the two 
tables of the law. 
We cannot think of 
Israel as a nation without a taberna 
cie or temple, and when finally restor- 
ed w e shall see a fulfillment of Ezek 
xl to x Iviii. 
The reason why of the tabernacle is 
seen in Ex. xxv, 8, “ Let them make me 
a sanctuary that I may dwell among 
them,” and concerning Hie temple that 
is yet to be we read in Ezek. xliii, T. 
“Son of man, the place of My throne 
and the place of the soles <»f My feet, 
where I will dwell in the r lidst of the 
children of Israel forever, and My holy 
name shall the house of Israel no more 
deltic.” 
Compare Lev. xxi. ”-5. 
The 
section concerning Moses with Cod in 
the mount 
ends 
with tbeso words: 
“And Ile gave unto M o ses when Ile had 
made an end of communing with Him 
upon Mount Sinai two tables of testi­ 
mony. • I.-!:vs of stone, written with 
the Ii', -cr of God" (Ex. xxxi, IS).

Tbc |*ooj•!c w.bo bad seen the love of 
God to them and His power on their 
behalf in E ypt, it the lied sea, in the 
giving of the manna and quails and 
waler from a rode, and had heard His 
voice out of the midst of the fire, could 
not live an ordinary, uneventful life 
for forty days without wondering w hat 
had b e c o m e of God and of Moses, their 
leader. 
If we see special providences, spe­ 
cial indications that God is working 
for us, handfuls of purpose dropped 
for us (Ruth ii, bb. manifest tokens of 
His loving care. we are ready to sing 
and praise; but. if weeks or months or 
even days come and go and there is

into the lire, and there came out this 
calf” (verses 22-24).

Notice bow Moses stood w iA God 
in his showing them by a most strik­ 
ing object lesson how they had broken 
the law, In his grinding the calf to 
powder and making them drink It, in 
his call for those on the Lord’s side to 
slay even their own kindred if guilty 
of worshiping the Idol. 
The response 
of Levi is referred to in Mal. ii, 5-7, 
some of the words being “the fear 
wherewith be feared Me and was afraid 
before My name; • • * He walked 
with Me in peace and equity and did 
turn many away from iniquity.” 
Their faithfulness that day is re­ 
ferred to by Moses In these words: 
“Who said unto his father and to his 
mother. I have not seen him; neither 
did he acknowledge his brethren nor 
knew his own children” (Deut xxxiii, 
9). 
This is part of, what it means to 
be on the Lord’s side, not simply giv­ 
ing a testimony in meeting, but stand­ 
ing against our dearest ones if they 
stand against God, even as our Lord 
said, “Ho that loveth father or mother 
more than Me is not worthy of Me. 
and he that loveth son or daughter 


I more than Me is not worthy of Me” 
(Matt. x. 37-391. 
Consider the pleading of Moses with 
the Lord before he came down from 
the mount, for up there the Lord told 
him of Israel's sin and how they had 
corrupted them selves and turned aside 
quickly out of the way (verses 7-14). 
Consider also his request to be blotted 
out of God's book rather than not have 
Israel forgiven (verses 31. 32). and 
think of the Lord Jesus being actually 
made sin for us.
